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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Division  of  University  Extension  conducts  in  Winter 
and  Summer  Sessions,  the  General  Course  (Extension) 
leading  to  the  B.A.  degree,  and  First  Year  of  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing.  The  First  Year  of  the 
General  Course  in  Science  may  be  undertaken  in  the 
Winter  Session. 

It  also  conducts  two  Certificate  Courses,  the  Certificate 
Course  in  Business,  and  the  Certificate  Course  in  Public 
Administration. 

In  addition,  the  Division  offers  a programme  of  special 
non-credit  courses:  Evening  and  Afternoon  Courses  in 
the  Liberal  Arts,  Business  and  Professional  Courses,  and 
Correspondence  Courses.

Educational  Television 

The  University  of  Toronto  co-operates,  through  the  Divi- 
sion of  University  Extension,  with  the  Canadian  broad- 
casting corporation  and  cfto-tv  in  the  production  of 
adult  education  programmes  in  the  arts,  scienes  and 
humanities,  and  as  a member  institution  of  the  Metro- 
politan Educational  Television  Association  of  Toronto 
(meta),  assists  in  the  presentation  of  other  series. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  c.b.c.,  two  series  will  be 
developed  during  1965-66:  a series  on  Asia,  with  a 
focus  on  China,  and  a series  dealing  with  Mathematics. 
Other  programmes,  dates  and  times  to  be  announced, 
will  be  presented  by  cfto-tv. 

The  Division  of  University  Extension  collaborates  with 
the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  the  School  of  Nursing,  the 
Nursery  Education  Association  of  Ontario;  the  Ontario 
Welfare  Council,  the  Toronto  Institute  for  Pastoral 
Training  in  providing  lecture  courses;  and  conducts 
special  courses  requested  by  professional  organizations. 
The  Division  also  assists  organizations  and  clubs  through- 
out the  Province  in  arranging  lecture  programmes. 


The  General  Course  (Extension) 
leading  to  the  B.A.  Degree 

This  course  is  designed  for  students  who  cannot  attend 
the  University  on  a full-time  basis.  Winter  classes  are 
held  in  the  evening  from  late  September  until  early  May. 
Summer  classes  are  held  in  the  evenings  from  mid-May 
until  mid-August  and  in  the  day-time  from  early  July 
until  mid-August. 

Candidates  for  admission  require  certain  Ontario  Grade 
13  Certificates  or  their  equivalent.  Applicants  over  30 
years  of  age  may  be  admitted  with  less  than  the  admis- 
sion requirements  mentioned  above. 

Applications  and  documents  must  be  submitted  by 
August  15  for  admission  to  the  Winter  Session,  April  1 
for  the  Summer  Evening  Session,  and  May  15  for  the 
Summer  Day  Session. 

Sixteen  courses  are  required  for  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  in  the  General  Course  (Extension).  The  pro- 
gramme gives  an  opportunity  to  study  a wide  variety  of 
liberal  arts  subjects.  Key  GA

admission  requirements  mentioned  above.

The  Degree  Course  for  Graduates  of  Diploma 
Schools  of  Nursing  (Extension) 
leading  to  the  B.Sc.N.  Degree 


The  First  Year  courses  of  the  Degree  Course  for 
Graduates  of  Diploma  Schools  of  Nursing  are  offered 
on  a part-time  basis  in  three  sessions.  Winter  classes  are 
held  in  the  evening  from  late  September  until  early  May. 
Summer  classes  are  held  in  the  evening  from  mid-May 
until  mid-August  and  in  the  day-time  from  early  July 
to  mid-August. 

Candidates  for  admission  require  certain  Ontario 
Grade  13  Certificates  or  their  equivalent.  They  must  also 
submit  proof  of  graduation  from  a recognized  diploma 
school  of  nursing.  Applicants  over  30  years  of  age  may 
be  admitted  with  less  than  Grade  13  but  must  be 
graduates  of  a diploma  school  of  nursing. 

Applications  and  documents  must  be  submitted  by 
August  15  for  admission  to  the  Winter  Session,  April  1 
for  the  Summer  Evening  Session,  and  May  15  for  the 
Summer  Day  Session. 

Candidates  will  be  required  to  complete  the  Second 
and  Third  Years  of  this  course  as  full-time  students.

Certificate  Course  in  Public  Administration

sciences  essential  to  an  understanding  of  the  executive 
branch  of  government  and  its  functions.  It  is  not  intended 
as  preparation  for  those  planning  to  enter  public  service. 
Emphasis  is  on  Canadian  governments  at  all  levels 
(Federal,  Provincial,  and  Municipal)  and  their  major 
problem  areas.  The  course  can  be  completed  in  a mini-
